2020
and 2021 have been a challenge, and the
pantry has successfully navigated Covid-19,
increased demand, changes to food deliv-
ery, and the start of an Ashville Food Pan-
try Building Campaign.

Prior to that appointment she
has and is the Chairperson of the Ashville
Food Pantry Building Campaign and a volun-
teer. This campaign has collected $177,000.
The goal is $250,000 to construct and outfit
the pantry with refrigerators, freezers, and
shelves.
